OTTAWA, Oct. 16th.—The fifth 
Dominion Provincial Agricultural Con- 
ference on production planning will be 
held on either the 2nd or the 9th of 
December, probably the 9th. 

These conferences, which began 
during the war to give direction to 
agricultural production as an effective 
arm of the country’s fighting force, 
have a basic purpose and place in 
peacetime economy, and will be a 
permanent institution. The success 
of the Production Planning Conferences 
in wartime is a good omen for their 
‘peacetime successors, in which the 
main object will be the planning of 


eodueeen for the year ahead in the 
i 


ght of available markets, particu- 
larly those abroadjon which the farm- 
ing economy of the country so greatly 
depends. 


Combine Experience and Wisdom! 


For the next year or so the foreign 
markets do not present a problem, 
but after that there is naturally the 
possibility that uncertainties may 
arise, and it is to meet this situation 
that the combined experience and 
wisdom of the representatives of 
Dominion, Provincial Departments and 
Agricultural organizations will be 
directed. 

There was something that was very 
satisfactory, it is stated here, in the 
atmosphere in which the discussions 
between representatives of some of 


the Western farmers and officials of 


the Department were held here in 
Ottawa. Understanding, and above all 
the genuine desire to understand the 
point of view of the other side, were 
the important factors. The strike 
has now at least been postponed. 
From the standpoint of the farmer it 
was of great advantage to learn at 
first hand what the Agricultural Prices 
Support Board intended to and could 
do. 
Impressed By Bureau of Statistics 


The farmers were impressed with 
the work being. done through the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics to 
secure necessary data without which 
no approach could be made in dealing 
with parity prices. On the other 
side, officials were impressed by the 
point made by the farmers, that it was 
not essentially the price of wheat, 
but what a Casket of wheat could 
buy, that was of primary importance. 
They furnished a number of striking 
illustrations of the. high costs in 
bushels of wheat of comparatively 
simple things needed on the farm.

One year after the close of the 
Second World War—in August, 
1946—the cost of living index 
showed that prices had risen 24.6 
points in Canada since the begin- 
ning of the war.

—when there was no price control 
system, the index had risen 66.3 
points above the immediate pre-war 
level. The inflationary spiral 
continued until July, 1920. by 
which time prices had almost 
doubled.

Farms Undermanned 


PARIS.—In France, which was 
three-quarters rural in the middle of 
the 19th century, the rural population 
had dropped to only 48 per cent in the 
last census before the war. Farm man- 
power was further depleted during the 
war, and French farms are now ser- 
iously undermanned. The labor of 
war prisoners is a temporary expedient, 
and greater use of farm machinery, as 
soon as practicable, is cannakad’ by 
French authorities to permit the most 
effective use of farm labor available. 


Aid to Ukraine 


UNRRA had shipped nearly 200,000 
tons of relief thee to the Ukraine 
up to midsummer, when Director- 
General LaGuardia described the situ- 
ation as still ‘‘very serious’. Seeds for 
250,000 acres of vegetables and 800,000 
acres of clover and grass had been 
delivered to Byelorussia, where farm- 
ers are working against great odds to 
restore their devastated farms and 
buildings.

Common Front Against Railways’ 
Application for 30 Per Cent 
Increase 


IN FOUR PROVINCES 


Church Points Out Railways Have 
Done Capacity Business in 
Recent Years 


Provincial governments and farm 
organizations, as well as boards of 
trade and other bodies représenting 
the whole agricultural and industrial 
and commercial life of Western Can- 
ada, are opposing the application of 
Canadian railways for a general in- 
crease of 30 per cent in freight rates. 

The application, made to the Board 
of Transport Commissioners, asks for 
increased freight rates on all com- 
modities, on import and export traffic 
through Canadian ports, and on all 
goods moved inside Canada. Railway 
Officials point out that grain rates, 
however, are set by Parliament, in 
accordance with the Crow’s Nest Pass 
agreement. 

“‘Not Justified’ 

George E. Church, president of the 
U.F.A. and _ vice-president of the 
Alberta Federation of Agriculture, 
declared that the railways had done 
a& capacity business in recent years 
and were not justified in asking for an 
increase. Under present conditions, 
he said, the West was being discrim- 
inated against, and should not be asked 
to bear further burdens. He was 
confident the Canadian Federation 
would oppose the application. The 
A.F.U., said spokesmen, would also 
oppose increased freight rates. 

“‘Emphatically Opposed” 

Premier Manning announced that 
he had sent a telegram to the transport 
commissioners asking for an op ortun- 
hd to make representations. Tn view 
of the heavy freight rates already 
paid in the West, it goes without 
saying that we are emphatically op- 
posed to any increase,” he said. 

D. L. Campbell, Minister of Agri- 
culture in Manitoba, and L. F. Mce- 
Intosh, Minister of Co-operatives in 
Saskatchewan, also expressed strong 
opposition to the railways’ demand, 
while the British' Columbia Govern- 
ment is to oppose the application 
from the specific ‘‘B.C. angle’’.

All grains should be medium fineiy ranch.

Proper Care Important

efore the birds are put in them and 
that they are again disinfected before 
they are used for another lot.

“Rternal vigilance’, which according to the 
well-worn dictum, is the price of freedom, is also 
the price that must be paid to retain many other 
desirable things. 

Vigilance, and unity through efficient organization 
—unity supported, when the need may arise, by a 
vigorous combative spirit—are not only desirable 
as means to further progress in the struggle for 
a square deal for Agriculture. They are vitally 
necessary if the farm people of the prairies and 
with them the whole prairie community, are to 
retain even the gains that have already been made. 

The application for increases in freight rates of 
30 per cent which has been made by the Canadian 
railways is a case in point. Should it be successful, 
our primary food industry would suffer a damaging 
blow. Much of what has been gained in the struggle 
for the stabilization of the prices of farm products 
at a reasonable level, would be wiped out. 

Even today a substantial part of it has been lost. 
‘The raising of the price of gasoline by two cents a 
gallon, the advance in the prices of farm machinery, 
as well as higher costs of farm labor and of # multi- 
tude of commodities required for farm production 
and for the farm household, have been factors 
making for renewed instability and the lowering of 
the farmers’ real income.

FIGHT FARMERS WON 


The railways point out that rates on grain and 
flour will be excluded from their application to the 
Board of Transport Commissioners because these 
rates were fixed by Parliament under the terms of 
the Crow’s Nest Pass Agreement. 

Their announcement recalls the historic and 
successful struggle which was carried on in the 
House of Commons in 1922 by independent groups 
of Farmer representatives and their allies, to make 
certain that the advantage of these rates should 
not be lost by the grain growers of Western Canada. 

The Crow’s Nest Pass Agreement was an instru- 
ment by which the Canadian Pacific Railway, in 
return for a subsidy paid by the Dominion Govern- 
ment in 1898 to finance the constructien of an 
extension of the Company’s system from Lethbridge 
to Kootenay Landing, had covenanted not to raise 
freight rates on certain commodities (including grain 
and flour eastbound) above stated maximum figures. 
The provision for maximum rates was to be perm- 
anent.. In much later years the C.N.R. system, 
though of course not a party to the agreement, was 
nevertheless under the necessity of complying with 
the maxima set for the C.P.R. 

After the first World War broke out the Govern- 
ment of the day by order-in-council under the War 
Measures Act, caused the Crow’s Nest Pass Agree- 
ment to be rendered temporarily inoperative, and 
rates were raised. In 1919, by Act of Parliament, 
the railway commissioners were given power to 
disregard the Agreement for three more years—to 
July 6th, 1922. 


In 1922 the railways sought to have the agreement , 


abrogated, or failing that, to have it further sus- 
ended. The Government (changed in complexion 
y the election of 1921) named in, Parliament a 
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THE VISIONARY,

which the Government had a majority. In this 
committee the independent Farmer groups, elected 
as ‘Progressives’ in some Provinces and as “‘U.F.A. 
Members” in Alberta, fought sturdily for the restora- 
tion of the Crow’s Nest Pass Agreement rates. 
They won the aid of a few Western Liberals, and 
were defeated only by the casting vote of the chair- 
man. 

Then the Farmer groups, who had the support of 
the small Labor group, served notice on the Com- 
mittee that they would fight on the floor of the 
House of Commons, if necessary keeping the debate 
alive from the last week in June until midnight 
July 6th, when the Crow’s Nest Pass Agreement 
would be automatically restored, and the lower 
rates provided for in the Agreement would come 
into force. 

In the face of this certainty of a continuing debate, 
the railways and the Government capitulated. The 
Committee on June 26th, recommended further 
suspension of the agreement for twelve months, 
“amth the exception of the rates on grain and flour.”’ 

The farmers’ fight had been won. Effective on 
the morning of July 7th, 1922, the Crow’s Nest Pass 
agreement rates on grain and flour were restored. 
They have been in effect ever since, and cannot be 
abrogated unless the Parliament of Canada itself 
enacts legislation abrogating the agreement and 
with it the permanency of maximum rates on grain 
and flour. 

aK * * 

The difference between the rates which had -been 
paid when the Crow’s Nest Pass Agreement was 
inoperative, and the rates which were restored on 
July 7th, 1922, was indicated in an article which 
appeared in The U.F.A. of July Ist of that year, 
just before the restoration. We quote as follows: 

“What the Reductions Mean: ; 

‘‘ Present rates on grain from Alberta common 
rate points to Fort William—37 cents per hundred 
pounds. ; 

“Crow's Nest Pass rates, which will come into 
effect on July 7th—25 cents per hundred pounds. 
Reduction 12 cents per hundred pounds. 

‘Reduction per bushel of wheat, 7.2 cents; per 
bushel of oats, 4.08 cents; per bushel of barley, 
5.76 cents; per bushel of rye and flax, 6.72

Prices Packers Pay 

The price paid to packers by the 
Meat Board is based on domestic 
ceiling prices and varies in different 
zones throughout the Dominion. ‘On 
July 22nd,” the announcement says, 
“the Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
increased the domestic ceiling. prices 
on good, choice and commercial beef 
and on August 19th the meat board 
increased its paying price for export 
beef by an amount equivalent to the 
increase in domestic ceiling prices.

rect feeding practices, with the right 
type of cow, are essential in securing 
efficient use of labor and feed. ‘The 
dairy cow must first have an inherited 
ability to produce milk, and must then 
be fed the proper amount of grain and 
roughage to produce that milk. High 
production per cow is one of the 
most important factors|in labor and 
feed utilization. While most dairy 
farmers are aware of the difference in 
production of individual cows, few 
realize the extent to which individual 
production varies, nor how important 
is this factor. 

‘Lo assist dairy farmers in determin- 
ing the milk and butterfat production 
of each cow in the herd, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture offers a system of 
Cow ‘Testing to all herd owners in the 
Province. ‘lhe service is intended for 
the owners of grade herds, but pure- 
bred breeders may also enter their 
herds on test. Kecently the service 
has been extended to include the 
services of a Cow Testing Supervisor, 
whose duties include personal visits 
to as many herd-owners as possible 
who are carrying on this Provincial 
Cow ‘lesting Service. 

General Outline ofthe Service 


Offered 

There are Two Plans of Cow Test- 

ing now offered to herd owners: 
PLAN No. 1 

The herd owner agrees to weigh 
twice daily the milk produced by each 
cow in his herd, and to enter the 
weights of the milk on the Daily 
Milk Record Sheet provided free of 
charge by the Department of Agri- 
culture, 

He also agrees to total the monthly 
production of each cow on the Daily 

ilk Record Sheet, and enter all 
totals in the Herd Record Book. If 
a butterfat test is made during the 
month, the production figures will 
not be transferred to the Herd Record 
Book until the entire month’s totals 
are available. 

For example, a test is made on the 
15th day of May. The sample box and 
Herd Record Book are forwarded to 
the testing centre with no weights 
entered for May. On the 15th of June, 
another test is made and the sample 
box and Herd Record Book are again 
forwarded to the testing centre with 
the weights for May entered.’ 


PLAN No. 2 

The herd owner agrees to weigh 
the milk. produced by each cow in his 
herd during “a 24-hour period, once 
a month, and enter these weights in 
the Herd Record Book provided free 
of charge by the Department of Agri- 
culture. This book will be forwarded 
with samples- to the testing centre, 
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SOUTHERN ALBERTA DAIRY 


and the Department will calculate 
the month’s production from each cew. 

REGULATIONS GOVERNING 

BOTH PLANS 

The Herd Owner Agrees To: | 

(1) Provide himself with a suitable 
Spring Balance Scale authorized for 
Cow *resting work. : : 

(2) Test every cow in his herd during 
the entire lactation period. 

(3) Take a representative sample 
from one day’s milkings of each cow 
once a month, at a date set by the 
Dairy Commissioner, and to forward 
promptly the samples and Herd Rec- 
ord Book to the testing centre. Every 
cow under test must have calved at 
least six days before samples of her 
milk are taken. 

(4) Pay the Annual Fee on or before 
April Ist. 

The Department of Agriculture 
Agrees to: 

(1) Furnish containers for the trans- 
lh of milk samples to the Dairy 

ranch Laboratory at Edmonton, the 
Olds School of Agriculture, the Office 
of the District Agriculturist at Cam- 
rose, or any testing centre which may 
be set up by the Dairy Commissioner. 

(2) Provide Daily Milk Record 
Sheets, Monthly Record Books, and 
a sampling dipper, free of charge. 

(3) Pay the transportation charges 
on sample containers both ways if 
shipped by express. Should the herd 
owner wish the sample container sent © 
parcel post, the Department will pay 
the postal charges for sending the 
box, but the herd owner will have to 
affix the. necessary postage for the 
return of the sample container to the 
testing centre. 

(4). Assume the responsibility for the 
proper testing of samples submitted to 
the testing centre. 

(5) Issue a certificate or statement. 
of production at the end of the lacta- 
tion period of each cow, based entirely 
on the records furnished by the herd 
owner.

1. Fees will be payable in advance 
at the commencement of the fiscal 
year, April Ist, and expire on March 
31st of the following year. 

2. Fees received with applications 
made between January Ist and March

3. Fees received on applications 
made between April Ist and December 
3lst must be renewed on April Ist 
of the year following. 

4. It shall be understood that the 
herd owner is required to test every 
cow in his herd for the entire lactation 
period, and that the fee will be arrived 
at by taking into consideration every 
milking female in the herd during the 
fiscal year April Ist to March 8lst.

H. H. Hannam Returns from F.A.O. 
—The Food and Agriculture Organi- 
zation of the United Nations held its 
second conference at Copenhagen, 
beginning September 2nd. he Cana- 
dian Federation of Agriculture had a 
representative on the Canadian dele- 
gation in the person of H. H. Hannam, 
our National President. 

One of the outstanding features of 
the meeting was the recommendation 
that a World Food Board should be 
established. While this reeommenda- 
tion could not be adopted at once, a 
Committee was appointed to give the 
proposal very careful study and to 
report back to an early meeting of the 
F,A.O. 

The purpose of such a Board when 
established will seek to stabili rices 
of Agricultural commodities on\ World 
Markets, to create a world food reserve 
adequate for any emergency that may 
arise through crop failu and to 
provide funds to finance the disposal 
of surplus agricultural products to 
countries where need is most urgent. 

The objectives of this proposed 
World Food Board are in line with 
the desires of Western Farmers and 
the Canadian Federation of Agricul- 
ture. ‘The Canadian Federation of 
Agriculture has always had as its 
ultimate goal equality for Agriculture. 
The fact that our National President 
was included in the Canadian delega- 
tion attending this all important meet- 
ing shows that Canadian farmers 
through their National Organization 
are gaining recognition, not | 
nationally but internationally as well. 
Such recognition augurs_ well for 
Canadian farmers and justifies a 
wider and fuller support of their 
National organization, the Canadian

Many farmers will turn their 
attention this fall, when pressure of 
work on the land decreases, to over- 
due construction work on_ their 
farms. There are some signs that 
the cement situation may be eased 
alittle. We. believe that Mr. 
Kilmister’s informative article will 
prove helpful to large numbers of 
our readers.—Editor. 

N view of the fact that concrete is 
widely used as a structural medium 
on many farms today, it is to be 

regretted that more care in the selec- 
tion of the aggregates (sand and stone) 
is not exercised, and that the quality 
and amount of water used in mixing 
is not subject to closer control than 
is the case. 

Must Be Clean 

Sand and stone used in concrete 

making must be CLEAN if the finished

job is to develop its full strength and 
ave any claims to anything approach- 
ing permanency. The water used in 
mixing must also be CLEAN, and in 
addition must be free from alkali and 
acids. A good rule to bear in mind is 
that if the water is not fit to drink then 
it is not fit for concrete making. And 
not only must the mixing water be 
suitable for the work but it. must be 
used in the correct quantity; for only 
by using sufficient water to secure a 
workable mix AND NO MORE will 
the concrete attain its full strength, 
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and (in the cases of cisterns, water 
troughs, etc.) will the finished job 
be impermeable to water. 

Before commencing concrete work, 
the sand to be used should be tested 
for loam content and also for organic 
impurities. These simple tests may 
be carried out as follows: 


Loam Test 


Fill a glass jar (a quart.or a pint 
fruit jar will do) to a depth of three 
or four inches with the sand to be 
tested, then add water until the jar 
is approximately three parts full. 
Shake vigorously for several minutes, 
the last. few shakes being sidewise, 
to level off the sand. Let stand for 
several hours, or, better still, over- 
night. As a result of this treatment 
the loam will settle'on top of the 
sand, and if this deposit of 1oam does 
not exceed 1/8 inch, then the sand 
is fit for use, but if the strata of loam 
is more than 1/8 inch in depth, the 
sand must. be washed before use, or 
sand from another pit with less loam 
content must be used. 


Test for Organic Impurities 


For this test-a,12-ounce prescription 
bottle should bé procured, and sand 
poured in to the 4-1/2 ounce mark. 
A 3 percent solution of caustic soda 
(sodium hydroxide) should now be 
poured in up to the 7-ounce mark and 
the bottle shaken vigorously. The 
bottle should now be allowed to 
stand overnight. 

If upon examination the liquid in 
the bottle be darker than a straw 
color this is an indication that the 
sand contains injurious organic impuri- 
ties in quantity, and the sand should 
not be used until it has been washed 
and re-tested. If the liquid be clear 
or of a light straw color the sand is 
fit for use. 


Must Use Proper Equipment

plaints from those who have installed 
cisterns and other structures intended 
to be watertight, but which in opera- 
tion permit a smaller or greater degree 
of seepage. 
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Half Million Consumers 
Served by TVA 


WASHINGTON, D.C.—From 
about 250,000 in 1933, the num- 
ber of residential consumers of 
electric power in the district now 
served by TVA increased to about 
520,000 in 1945, states the annual 
report issued recently. The vol- 
ume of power used has increased 
even more markedly, as lower 
rates encouraged its use. During 
the year, the average domestic con- 
sumer used 1,754 kilowatt-hours, 
for which he paid $32.45, or an 
average of 1.85 cents per kilowatt- 
hour. In comparison the average 
domestic consumer in the whole of 
the U.S., chiefly served by prt- 
vately-owned corporations, used 
1,186 kilowatt-hours at a total cost 
of $41.15, or an average price of 
3.47 cents per kilowatt-hour. 


Investigation generally discloses that 
the cement and aggregates used in the 
construction were of high quality, the 
fault almost invariably being due to 
the equipment used in mixing; the 
method of mixing and the amount of 
water used. 

Good tools are necessary in order 
to do a good job, and attempting to 
make concrete in a ramshackle box 
that will permit liquid to flow out of 
gaping cracks at every point of the 
compass is literally pouring good money 
into the ground. 

Whenever water runs out of,a batch 

of concrete it carries cement with it, 
and there goes the waterproofing 
medium and also your money! 
_ The first step in mixing concrete 
is. therefore to make up a watertight 
mixing box, or, failing this, a tight 
wooden platform with 2 x 4’s nailed 
around the edges to retain the water. 
Never mix concrete on the bare ground 
as by so doing loam is carried into the 
mixture and the concrete thereby 
weakened. 

The correct proportions of sand, 


stone and cement should now be. 


added, and each ingredient should be 
measured out with some care; (an old 
. may be used for this purpose). 

t 1s quite a prevalent practice to 
measure ingredients by the shovelful, 
but this is a poor policy as uniform 
quantities can never be obtained by 
this haphazard method,-which may 
be compared to a cook mixing up a 
cake batter by grabbing a handful of 
this, a half-handful of that and a 
quarter handful of the other thing— 
imagine what the finished product 
would be like! 

It takes very little time to get the 
quanities EXACT, and the ezx- 
penditure of this time is well repaid 
on the worthiness of the finished 
job. 

Dry Mixing 

_ With the correct quantities of the 
ingredients placed in the mixing box, 
dry-mixing, which is a most important 
phase of concrete work, may now be 
proceeded with. Incidentally, dry- 
mixing can be made much easier if 
the ingredients are placed in the box 
in layers—first a layer of sand, then 
a well-spread-out layer of cement, this 
being followed by a layer of stone. 
__A_ large plaster-mixing hoe is an 
ideal tool 
if one is not available an ordinary 
garden hoe will serve the purpose 
almost as well. 

With the hoe the sand-cement-stone 
mixture should now be worked together 
and turned over thoroughly. The 
purpose of dry-mixing is to coat every 
particle of the aggregate with cement, 
and dr swmixing must be carried out 
until this is done and the mixture 
shows a uniform color no matter 
where dug into or turned over. 

When dry-mixing has been com- 
pleted, water should be added slowly 
and carefully to the batch.

WARSAW, Poland.—‘“‘All this food 
which I saw there came from Canada,”’ 
Miss Margaret E. Macfarlane, 
UNRRA nutritionist of the Polish 
mission, exclaimed in. describing a 
recent visit to Zawichost, a small 
town on the west bank of the Vistula 
in the county of Sandomierz. — 

This town is in southwestern Poland, 
and like many others in that area it 
was under constant bombardment 
from August, 1944, to January, 1945. 
Here the Russians made their first 
crossing of the Vistula in the final 
advance. 

‘‘During the six months of shelling,”’ 
states Miss Macfarlane,the “town was

one-room cottages of stone or log, with 
thatched roofs, are appearing, but most 
of the people still live in cellars. 
Largely through the work of UNRRA, 
the people of this part of Poland have 
been saved from starvation. 

“In a community-center kitchen, 
the people of Zawichost are each 
provided daily with a pint of thick 
vegetable soup and two pieces of 
bread. Once a week each is given 
dry rations supplied by UNRRA. 
On the day I _visited the centre, 
every person received a large tin of 
pores soup and a tin of meat lunch, 

oth of Canadian origin. 


‘All From Canada” 


‘At five o’clock every afternoon the 
children over seven years of age come 
to the kitchen for a second meal, this 
time a bowl of soup made from cereal 
and milk. Bread and jam, or honey, 
are served with it. All this food which — 
I saw there came from Canada. 

“In schools, where supplementary 
feeding is well organized, the children 
are served with a breakfast of cocoa, 
made with powdered or condensed 
milk, and a large piece of bread. 
At noon they are given lunch, con- 
sisting of a pint of thick vegetable 
soup. During the winter and spring 
they all receive UNRRA cod liver oil 
before one of their daily meals. 


Special Child Care 


“A large number of the children 
from this and other towns, who have 
been living under the worst possible 
conditions in damp cellars without 
light and air, and are suspected of 
having tuberculosis, have been taken 
to a home in Sandomierz, where they 
are being cared for. There they are 
given three wholesome meals a day. 
Foods prepared from Canadian evap--~ 
orated milk are predominant in alli 
these meals. 

“Last winter was a difficult one 
for the people of Zawichost, but with 
the summer and a steadier suppl io 
UNRRA foods, their determination 
to survive is greater than ever, and 
they, are not lacking in energy. Every 
inch of the land in and around the 
town is planted with potatoes and 
other vegetables.”’

Liable for Damage 
_Inquirer.—While it is true your 
ired man was driving the vehicle 
which caused the. damage, still it 
belonged to you and was being used 
with your knowledge and consent 
and in the ordinary course of your 
business. 

In my opinion you are liable for 
the resulting damage although I think

Matter of Bargaining 


Wondering.—There is no law or 
recognized rule in this Province as to 
the share which any contractor should 
receive for logging timber from any 
person’s farm.

Before any 
arrangement is made the terms should 
be definitely agreed upon and should 
be set out in the form of a written 
memorandum.

The Wheat Situation 
By LEONARD D. NESBITT, 
Superintendent of Publicity, 
Alberta Wheat Pool 


oe ———— 
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The most important feature of the 
current wheat situation isthe struggle 
of the farmers in the Prairie Provinces 
to harvest their crops. These farmers 
have produced around 420 million 
bushels of wheat this year, as well as 
291 million bushels of oats and 149 
million of barley. But harvesting 
weather has been unusually bad. Up 
to the time of writing, October 16th, 
Alberta farmers are away behind in 
harvesting operations. A few days of 
rain have been interspersed with a 
few days of sunshine. his has given 
the farmers a great deal of anxiety and 
much additional expense. 

Good Yield in U.S. 

In the United States the farmers 
have pretty well cleaned up_ the 
harvesting of the gigantic crop, and 
good rains have been experienced in 
the heart of the winter wheat district, 
auguring well for next year’s produc- 
tion. 
country this year averaged 17.8 bush- 
els to the acre, an unusually high 
figure. The acreage harvested was 
65,680,000. Next year’s acreage will 
probably be as large. : 

The weather seems to have im- 

roved somewhat in North-Western 

urope, giving the farmers there a 
chance to get off their bedraggled 
crops. It is calculated that wheat 
production in western Europe has 
declined by close to 40 million bushels 
because of excessive rainfall. 

From Argentina comes word of 
locust infestation, which may damage 
the wheat crop. Nevertheless, that 
country is expected to produce sub- 
stantially more wheat than it did last 
year. Drought has plagued Australia, 
and the wheat production there is not 
expected to be much more than 155 
million bushels. 

By the year-end the world supply 
and demand situation will be more 
clearly. seen. But it now looks as 
though all surplus wheat will be 
needed.

USE OF CONCRET

a much better idea gained of what 
water is needed to bring the” batch to 
the desired working consistency. | 

Water should be added in small 
quantities and mixing carried out 
until the entire mass of concrete is 
of the same consistency. 

Never make the mistake of adding 
pre-determined amounts of water to 
dry ingredients. : Because one batch 
took say, two pails of water, that is 
no manner of indication that the 
same amount wiil be needed for 
following batches. The sand at the 
outer edges and the top of a pile which 
has stood for some time will be much 
drier than that on the inside. There- 
fore as the pile goes down iess water 
per batch will be called for. 


Determining Consistency of Batch 

The consistency of a batch of con- 
crete should be determined by the 
nature of the work for which it is to 
be used. In the cases of floors, side- 
walks and “open?” work of that nature, 
where placing the concrete presents no 
difficuity whatsoever, only sufficient 
water should be used to properly mix 
the mass, and to produce a workable 
batch. 

Mixing concrete to a sloppy or 
‘soupy’ consistency for work where 
placement is easy is foolish in the 
extreme; for the addition of the 
entirely-unnecessary extra water mere- 
ly serves to diminish the strength of 
the finished job. 

On the other hand, certain classes 
of work call for a “looseness” in the 
mixture; notable instances of this 
class of work being in foundation wall 
forms, cisterns and watering troughs;

in such cases the concrete must be 
plastic enough to mould itself to the 
design of the forms. 

Stiffness in batches of concrete for 
the latter classes of work should be 
just as rigidly guarded against as 
should sloppiness in the ‘open’ class 
of work; for if a mixture is too stiff 
to properly pack in the forms, then 
unsightly holes may be left in the 
faces of the work when the forms are 
removed, or may be left in the interior 
of the wall, in either case greatly 


diminishing the strength of the job. 


Guarding Against Pockets 

To guard against the formation of 
pockets in any class of concrete work, 
each batch should be well tamped as 
it is placed, while in form work the 
concrete should be well spaded at the 
form faces in order to force the coarse 
aggregate to the centre and bring the 
fine stuff to the sides, thus leaving'a 
smooth finish. 

In no case should stones whose 
greatest measurement exceeds one-half 
the thickness of the job in hand be 
used in concrete-making. That is to 
sav, that in the construction of a 
wall six inches thick, no stone more 
than three inches across its widest 

art should be used. In work that is 
intended to be watertight, it is advis- 
able to reject ail stones whose greatest 
width exceeds one inch.
